The old notion 
that no woman would praise another 
woman, or Willingly endure hearing her 
praised: the idea that women’s friend- 
liness for one another was superficial 
and hypocritical, with scratching claws 
behind the kisses: the alleged jealousy 
of woman for woman—jenlousy mani- 
fested not merely in affairs of the 
heart but in other affairs—all that 
sort of thing is as out-of-date as hoop- 
skirts! 

Of course, human nature being @x- 
cessively human. we all know instances 
of one woman's stickifig a knife into 
another—just as we know instances of 
the so-called loyalty of men to one 
another turning into most ruthless 
treachery. But modern women, on the 
whole, are instinctively friendly toward 
other women: instinctively ready to 
believe the best about them, to give 
them a lift, to trust them.

Maxim Gorki, greatest living Rus- 
sium writer shas accepted menibership 
in the “Anti-God" Society. Now it 
is reported that he wishes to reiurn 
to Italy,

poss.bly because of threats 


jhhave made to potson him. In a coun- 
try Jong filied with musery, Gorki 
stands out as a Job, but as a Job 
who renounces God. Wheh he was a 
child of six he suffered from cholera. 
His father took the disease from him 
and died. His grandmother, with 
whom he lived, told him: “God does 
not judge, people; that would be too 
oflattering to the devil.” Gorky next 
suffered an attack of smallpox. His 
grandparents died, and he became a 
tramp, seeking everywhere to improve 
his Knowledge, everywhere finding 
himself in “The Lower Depths.” Years 
were given to this miserable vaga- 
bond life. The experience made an 
atheist of Gorki, but it also gave 
him an incomparahle knowledge of 
Russia and her people. At the age 
of twenty Gorki attempted to shoot 
himself in the heart. The bullet 
passed through a lung, pneumonia 
developed and he has been consumpe- 
tive since that time He was impris- 
oned several times under the Czarist 
regime, because of his revolutionary 
tendencies, but he has never placed 
much faith‘in politics. In Russia he 
is a popular god, and as such re- 
spected by the Soviet authorities 
which, when he is in Italy, press him 
with honors and request him to re- 
turn to Moscow. When he is in Rus- 
sia disputes sometimes develop. His 
opinion regarding Bolshevism has 
changed quite frequently. He says 
now, using a rather familiar expres- 
sion, that it is an interesting experi- 
ment. Although he has become a 
professional atheist, although his pen 
name means ‘Maxim the Bitter” and 
although the effect of his work is 
sombre, Gorki usually is seen to be 
smiling. and he can display a cer- 
tain ‘gayety. When he returned to 
Russia recently, he placed the head 
phones of a radio$set over his ears, 
swearing that he was hearing the ra- 
dio for the first time in his life, and 
@hat he had never heard of the in- 
vention in foreign capitalist coun- 
tries.

Service on the railway line Casa- 
blanca-Kourigha in Morocco was in- 
terrupted recently for twenty-four 
hours.

Why Fruits Are 
Good Food 


RUITS are healthful but they are 
also essential in the diet since 
they supply substances necessary 
to health that are not furnished in 
sufficient quantities in other foods, 
therefore fruit should be included in 
the diet every day.

the minerals needed for body growth 
and repair. The ash of fruit is rich 
in iron, calcium, potash and magnesia. 

The acids in fruit are malic, citric 
and tartagic which are so combined 
with potash or soda as to form acid 
salts. Malic acid predominates in 
apples, citric in lemons, oranges and 
grapefruit and tartaric in grapes. 

Some fruits contain sufficient starch 
or sugar to make them valuable as 
sources of energy. In this class are 
bananas, prunes, dates, grapes and figs 
and iwis for this reason that these are 
regarded as the most nutritious fruits. 

Strawberries, cherries, grapes, cure 
rants and apples contain considerable 
vegetable acid consequently these are 
valuable as blood purifiers. Apples are 
beneficial in nervous dyspepsia and 
lemons are useful in gout, rheumatism 
and biliousness. They are excellent
